Establishment

no establishment can point to a finer record of construc- 

tive achievement for its particular breed than Dutch- 
land Farms, Brockton, Massachusetts. It is, we believe, 
the oldest established large herd of Holsteins and on the 
basis of its present merits as well as its long and illustrous 
history, is outstanding not only in the Holstein-Friesian 
breed but for all breeds. 

Particular interest at this time centers in the work of 
this herd because of the announcement last week of the 
forthcoming ‘dispersal sale of the herd at Dutchland 
Farms. While breeders will regret to see this great herd 
broken up, it will afford the Holstein public an opportu- 
nity to place its own estimate on these great animals and 
to secure choice representatives of families that in the 
past have never been purchasable at any price. The in- 
fluence of the lines of breeding that have been developed 
at Dutchland will, therefore, be greatly extended and will 
help to bring success to many other breeders. This sale 
also will afford an unusual opportunity to measure the real 
strength of the Holstein market and the soundness of 
the business of breeding Holsteins of the highest class. 

Founding Dutchland Farms 

Dutchland Farms present a most interesting history. 
The beginnings of this establishment are more significant 
at this time, having, as they do, a basis founded on Hol- 
stein milk, which, at that time, had never been exploited 
on its own merits. Mr. Field originally had a small herd 
of Jerseys, but when his twin daughters were born, some 
twenty-six years ago, it was found that the Jersey milk 
did not agree with them. Finally, in desperation after 
every effort of Brockton physicians had been expended 
without success, Dr. Roach, a child specialist of Boston, 
was called in. He recommended Holstein milk and while 


[: ALL the history of dairy cattle breeding in America, 


this seemed like folly to the parents, they followed in- 
structions, secured Holstein milk from a neighboring 
breeder and the twin babies grew and thrived. From that 
day on, the Holstein breed has held a warm place in the 
hearts of Mr. and Mrs. Field and it is not surprising, that 
Fred Field should be a pioneer and moving spirit in the 
work which our Association has done in the past in tell- 
ing the world of the real value of the milk of the Hol- 
stein cow. 

Always a lover of livestock, it was but natural, as a 
result of this experience, that the little Jersey should give 
place to the Holstein in Mr. Field’s affections and the 
black and white soon displaced the fawn on his dairy farm. 


Shortly after Mr. Field’s conversion, he attended the 
New York State Fair at Syracuse and was much im- 
pressed with the heifer, Aaggie Grace 2d’s Pietertje 24d, 
a champion producer, in the exhibit of Henry Stevens & 
Sons. The price of $1500, given him by Mr. Stevens at 
his insistence, seemed staggering and instead he pur- 
chased in the vicinity of Syracuse seven cows and a calf 
for a total of $750. 

Always a keen student of pedigrees, Mr. Field proceded 
to look up the ancestry of his purchases and to study the 
Blue Book. He then discovered that his bargain purchase 
did not represent much in the way of known quality. Then 
and there, a decision was reached that has been the guid- 
ing principle at Dutchland Farms in its twenty odd years 
of subsequent history. That principle recognized quality 
and particularly the value of producing dams. The next 
step in the development of the herd was the purchase of 
the cow, Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, then world’s cham- 
pion 7-day producer with her record of 34.32 lbs. at four 
and one-half years, at a price of $5,000 by D. W. and F. F.

Field. Although his interest in Aaggie Cornucopia Paul- 
ine and most of her descendents was eventually disposed 
of to his brother, the principle which actuated her pur- 
chase became the cornerstone of Dutchland Farms policy 
and the Dutchland Farms herd was, accordingly, built 
upon a foundation of the greatest producing dams to be 
found. Among the early selections may be mentioned 
Changeling and her daughter, Ready Change, believed to 
be the first mother and daughter of the breed each to 
produce over 100 ibs. milk in a day; April Denver, a sis- 
ter of Ready Change, both being by Pontiac Butter Boy, 
who himself was finally owned at Dutchland Farms; Tidy 
Pauline De Kol, one of Canada’s best; and two other 
great Canadian matrons, Mercena 2d, who appears in the 
Dutchland Farms trademark, and Mercena Schuilling. 
Others were Creamelle Vale, later to become the first 29,- 
000-lb. milk producer in semi-official test, daughter of the 
famous milk champion, De Kol Creamelle, and sired by a 
son of Sadie Vale Concordia; Winana Pietertje De Kol 2d, 
who had made a sensational two-year-old record and who 
was to win new championship laurels at Dutchland Farms, 
she a daughter of De Kol Burke and from an outstanding 
foundation dam, Winana Pietertje De Kol; also, Blanche 
De Kol Hengerveld, a daughter of the foundation dam, 
Blanche Lyons, and sired by Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count 
De Kol, the bull which Fred Field believes to be one of 
the very best he ever owned, and finally Mona Pauline 
De Kol, from whom have descended a number of cham- 
pions.

herd at Syracuse, but also from the fact that he represent- 
ed perhaps the best proven blood lines of that day, being 
a grandson of the two former world’s record cows, De Kol 
2d and Netherland Hengerveld. He had 100 percent the 
same breeding as Hengerveid De Kol and was a brother 
of De Kol Burke, Pontiac Butter Boy, and other sires 
noted in Holstein history. Mr. Field maintains to this 
day that he has never owned a better sire of typical Hol- 
stein dairy cows than Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De 
Kol. He was followed by Pontiac Butter Boy, who was 
by De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy, and thus a brother to both 
Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol and Hengerveld De 
Kol, and from Rag Apple’s Clothilde Artis, famous dam of 
Pontiac Clothilde De Kol and Pontiac Clothilde Inka, both 
of whom made outstanding records as producing dams. 
Pontiac Butter Boy sired April Denver and Ready Change, 
two of tthe greatest foundation matrons at Dutchland 
Farms. Unfortunately this sire died soon after coming 
to Dutchland Farms and left few offspring in this herd.

Colantha Johanna Lad were Dutchland Sir Pietertje Heng- 
erveld, son of Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol and 
Changeling. Nearly a third of the daughters sired by this 
great bull made‘over 30 lbs. butter in 7 days, one of them, 
Dutchland Pietertje Rag Apple, having 36.30 lbs. to her 
credit and three records each above 35 lbs. He also has 
a 1000-lb. fat daughter. Mr. Field considers him one of 
the greatest sires he has ever owned. 

Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke Lad was another sire 
used along with Colantha Johanna Lad during his de- 
clining days. 

This bull, widely known as “the world’s champion 
three generation bull’, was by Dutchland Sir Pontiac 
Rag Apple, previously mentioned, and from Dutchland Co- 
lantha Vale, a world’s record producing daughter of Co- 
lantha Johanna Lad, the next dam being Creamelle Vale, 
one of the foundation cows of this herd and a former 
world’s champion producer. The third dam, De Kol Cream- 
elle, a daughter of Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol, 
was likewise a world’s champion producer. Dutchland 
Creamelle Korndyke Lad has proven entirely worthy of 
his breeding, his 7-day list running up to 35.92 lbs. and 
his long yearly record list going up to over 1000 lbs. fat.

and splendid type will be in evidence not alone in a 
few outstanding instances, but throughout every pedigree 
appearing in the book. 

It is difficult to make a summary of the record animals 
to be offered, as the testing constantly in progress renders 
any statement so quickly out of date. 

However, as these lines are written there are aboui 
forty cows and heifers in the herd with records of 30 to 
36 lbs., or from dams with records of 30 to 37 Ibs., and 
over twenty cows and heifers or sons and daughters of 
dams with yearly records of 1000 to 1396 lbs. There are 
three dozen daughters of Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke 
Lad, twenty-five of them heifers not yet fresh, ana in- 
cluding two with records of 1284 and 1134 lbs. ani a half 
dozen whose dams have records of 30.98 to 36.36 Ibs.

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FIGURES SHOW INCREASE 
IN USE OF MILK AND CREAM 


The American appetite for milk and 
cream goes on increasing. A survey 
recently completed by the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
shows that the per capita consump- 
tion of fluid milk for 1923 was 53 gal- 
lons, which figures out to 1.16 pints 
daily for each person. In 1922 the 
per capita consumption was 50 gal- 
lons; and the year before it was 49 
gallons. 

The statement has often been made 
that farmers who produce milk for 
the market sell practically all of it 


and do not use as much in their 
homes as do city people. The survey 
showed the contrary—that on farms 
with producing cows more milk and 
cream were consumed than by city 
families. The farm figures were ob- 
tained from 30,000 individual farms 
and represent the most comprehens- 
ive survey of the kind ever made. 
The city figures were obtained prin- 
cipally from boards of health and cov- 
ered 300 cities having a total popula- 
tion of about 25,000,000 persons. 

The average daily consumption of 
milk and cream on farms where pro- 
ducing cows were kept was found to 
be 1.78 pints per person in 1923. On 


farms having no cows or on which 
nonproducing cows were kept, the av- 
erage daily consumption was 0.775 
pint. The city average was 0.87 pint.

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Daughters of 37th Complete Long and 
Short Records 


A splendid lot of records both in 
the long and short-time division have 
been recently reported to us by John 
Erickson Farms of Waupaca, Wiscon- 
sin, on the daughters of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 37th. Among them 
is the largest 7-day record yet re- 
ported for a “37th” daughter. This 
was made by Wisconsin Fobes Orms- 
by 2d, whose figures as a senior four- 
year-old are given as 37.07 lbs. butter, 
from 614.3 lbs. milk, a Wisconsin 
state record by a margin of nearly 
two pounds and a half. This is her 
second 30-lb. record, her first being 
just over 31 lbs. as a senior three- 
year-old. 

Another nice record 
Wisconsin Fobes 6th, who is reported 
with 34.47 lbs. butter from 636.5 Ibs. 
milk. This is her second record above 
32 lbs., her first being made as a four- 
year-old at which time she completed 
a very creditable 305-day record. Both 
of these great producers are members 
of the Wisconsin Fobes family, Wis- 
consin Fobes Ormsby 2d being from a 
granddaughter of Wisconsin Fobes 
and Wisconsin Fobes 6th being, of 
course, a daughter of that great foun- 
dation cow. 


Two of the 1100-lb. daughters of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th have 
come back with new records above 
1100 lbs. The best of these is Wis- 
consin Pride 3d, who has 1207.34 Ibs. 
butter, 25,561.9 lbs. milk. This is her 
third record above 1000 lbs. Her 
former records were 1116 lbs. butter 
from 23,408 Ibs. milk as a_ senior 
three-year-old and 1,000.58 lbs. butter 
from 22,011 lbs. milk as a senior two- 
year-old. Her third 1000-lb. record 
was started when she was only a few 
days over five years old. With this 
record, Wisconsin Pride 3d becomes 
the youngest cow with three 1000-lb. 
records, displacing Chloe Pietertje 
Ormsby, a sister of “37th.” By this 
we mean that no other cow ever com- 
pleted her third 1000-lb. record at so 
young an age. She is a full sister to 
Wisconsin Pride 2d, American cham- 
pion senior three-year-old, with 
1327.94 lbs. butter from 29,502.9 Ibs. 
milk, the milk recording being a 
world’s record. This is the only pair 
of full sisters both with over 1200 
Ibs. butter and at an average age of 
less than five years. The only pair 
of full sisters of any age to beat the 
average of these two is Early Dawn 
Peep 2d and Aaggie Wayne Peep, 
both mature cows the average of 
whose records is not quite a pound 
and a half above the average of the 
two Wisconsin Pride sisters. Their 
average for milk is just a few pounds 
under the world’s record made by the 
full sisters. Bess Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes and Bess Burke Ormsby, 
both of which however were mature 
COWS. Incidentally they are full 
sisters of Sir P. O. M. 37th. A third 
full sister, Wisconsin Pride 4th, has 
a senior two-year-old record of 912.3 
lbs. butter from 19,875.8 Ibs. milk. 


This is the only group of three full 
sisters that average over 1100 lbs. 
butter regardless of age, these three 


is made by . 


making their records at an average 
age of 3 years, 9 months. Age con 
sidered, the average of 24,980.2 lbs. 
milk is a world’s record for three full 
sisters. Wisconsin Pride 3d finished 
her 1200-lb. record on March 15 and is 
due to freshen again May 12 so there 
is a possibility that she will qualify 
for the ten months’ division. 

The other 1100-lb. repeater is Prin- 
cess de Ormsby, whose record at the 
age of just over six years is 1156.56 
lbs. butter from 26,079 lbs. milk. This 
is her second record above 1100 lbs. 
and her second above 26,000 lbs. milk, 
the first being made as a senior four- 
year-old. She also has a junior two- 
year-old year record of 911.45 Ibs. 
butter, from 20,800.1 Ibs. milk, so her 
three year records, two of them in 
heifer form, average 1079.7 lbs. butter 
from 24,518.7 lbs. milk. 

Report is also made of a 36-lb. 
granddaughter of Sir Pietertje Orms- 
by Mercedes 37th. She is Bess Co- 
lantha Pabst Ormsby with 36.23 Ibs. 
butter from 592.2 lbs. milk. This was 
made following a year record of 
990.78 lbs. butter from 21,925.2 Ibs. 
milk as a junior three-year-old. She 
is a daughter of Bess Johanna Pieter- 
tje Mercedes, one of the twice 1000- 
lb. daughters of “37th,” both of the 
1000-lb. records being made in heifer 
form. We have been promised new 
pictures of some, at least, of these 
great producers at as early a date as 
possible. 

The twelve 1000-lb. daughters of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th have 
now made seventeen different 1000- 
lb. records, giving him third place in 
this respect, first being held by his 
sire, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes. 
His twelve 30-lb. daughters have to- 
gether made fifteen 30-lb. records. 





KING’S HOLSTEINS TOP SOUTH- 
WEST SHOWS 


On January 28th of this year the 
Kansas National Live Stock Show 
opened up with the Winter Circuit 
for this section of the country with 
as fine a selection of cattle as the 
well known judge Col. Haeger, said, 
he had ever seen together.
